PRIOR ART 

1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,418,944 to DiPace et al. because it teaches a database system for 
chemical substances involving more than none database to match query substances against 
known substances. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,125,383 to Glynias et al. because it teaches a database system for 
chemical substances including structural and functional data along with analysis data and a 
system of permissions for accessing and modifying the data. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,970,500 to Sabatini et al. because it teaches a database system for 
chemical substances including a set of structural and functional data internal to an organization 
related and accommodated in a database.

2. Claims 1-22 allowed.
